1, (i) This Order may be cited as the Delhi 
Ice Control Order, 1947. 

(ii) It extends to the whole of the Province 
of Delhi. 

(iii) It shall come into force immediately and 
unless the Chief Commissioner of Delhi by 
notification otherwise directs, shall cease to 
have effect at midnight between the fifteenth 
day and sixteenth day of September, 1947, 

2, In this Order unless there is something 
repugnant in the subject or context, 

(a) 44 Director of Civil Supplies 71 means 
the Director of Civil Supplies for Urn Pro- 
vince of Delhi and includes the Assistant 
Director of Civil Supplies (Headquarters) 
Delhi and any other officer empowered by 
the Chief Commissioner of Delhi to exercise 
the powers of the Director of Civil Supplies 
under this order ; 

(b) 44 Licensed distributor ” means any 
person to whom a licence may have been 
granted under this Order to distribute ice ; 

(c) 44 Licensed retailer 11 means any per- 
son to whom a licence has been grained 
under this Order to sell ice by retail ; 

(d) 44 Manufacturer of ice Ji means the 
proprietor or person in charge of any estab- 
lishment which has been licensed as a place 
for the manufacture of ice under the provi- 
sions of the Punjab Municipal Act, 1911 or 
the Cantonments Act, 1924. 

3, (i) The Director of Civil Supplies may 
grant a licence to any person to act as a dis- 
tributor of ice or as a retailer of ice. 

(ii) On and after the fifteenth day of March 
1947, or such other date as the Chief Commis- 
sioner of Delhi may notify in this behalf, no 
person o;her than a licensed distributor or a 
licensed retailer shall sell, or offer for sale, any 
ice. 

4, On and after the fifteenth day of March 
1947 no manufacturer of ice shall sell, or sup- 
ply, ice to any person other than to a licensed 
distributor, and no distributor shall sell ice to 
any person other than to a licensed retailer, 
except under the authority and conditions of 
a permit granted by the Director of Civil Sup- 
plies. 

5, (i) Except on the authority of a permit 
issued by the Director of Civil Supplies, no 




licensed retailer shall sell, or supply, ice in ex- 
cess of ten seers to any one person on any one- 
day. 

(ii) If the quantity of ice sold by a licensed 
retailer to any one person on one day exceeds 
five seers, the licensed retailer shall record the 
full name and address of the person to whom 
the sale was made in a register maintained in 
such form as the Director of Cwil Supplier 
may prescribe. 

6. Every manufacturer of ice, licensed dis- 
tributor or licensed retailer shall maintain such^ 
record of the manufacture, distribution or sale 
of ice (as the case may he) as the Director o£ 
Civil Supplies may prescribe in this behalf. 

7. No person shall purchase, or cause to be^ 
purchased, on any one day a quantity of ice in 
excess of one maund except under the authority 
and in accordance with the condi lions of a per- 
mit granted by the Director of Civil Supplies- 

8. No person to whom a permit for purchase 
of ice from a manufacturer of ice, a licensed 
distributor or a licensed retailer has been grant* 
ed by the Director of Civil Supplies shall pur- 
chase or cause to be purchase^ ice otherwise 
than under the authority and in accordance- 
with the conditions of such permit. 

9. No person shall export or cause to be exr- 
ported from the Province of Delhi, or from,' 
such area within the said Province as the Chief 
Commissioner of Delhi may by notification., 
specify, any quantity of ice by rail, road or 
river except under the authority and condi- 
tions of a permit issued by the Director of 
Civil Supplies. 

Provided that no permit shall be required 
by a person travelling bona fide by road or 
rail having in his possession a quantity of ice 
not exceeding twenty seers for his personal.
